1 . A postage stamp generation apparatus, comprising: 

a print module configured to print a selected text, number or image based stamp; and 
a conmiunication module configured to receive authorization fi-om a server to 
authorize the print module to print the selected stamp. 

2. The postage stamp generation apparatus of claim 1, fiirther comprising: 
a creation module configured to create a text or image based stamp; and 

a selection module configured to select a text or image based stamp fi-om the plurality 
of pre-approved stamps. 

3. The postage stamp generation apparatus of clam 1 , fiirther comprising a plurality of 
pre-approved stamps stored within the postage stamp generation apparatus. 

4. The postage stamp generation apparatus of claim 1 , fiirther comprising a plurality of 
pre-approved stamps stored on a remote server. 

5. The postage stamp generation apparatus of claim 1, fiirther comprising: 
a preview module configured to preview a stamp generation request; 

a purchase module configured to accept payment information for the stamp 
generation request; and 

a printer coupled to the print module and configured to print the stamp generation 
request. 

6. A server for validating stamp generation requests, comprising: 
a database, comprising pre-approved postage stamps; and 

a verification module configured to verify postage stamp generation requests firom 
a user access device. 
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7. The server of claim 6, wherein the verification module further comprises: 

a conmiunication module configured to receive stamp generation requests and 
send validations of the request to the user access device; and 

a validation module configured to communicate with the database in order to 
validate the stamp generation request. 

8. A postage stamp generation system, comprising: 

a stamp operation server configured to verify that a user has authorization to use a 
selected postage stamp; 

a stamp generator module configiu-ed to enable the user to generate the selected 
postage stamp fi-om the stamp operation server; and 

a data communication network coupled to enable communication between the 
stamp operation server and the stamp generator module. 

9. The postage stamp generation system of claim 8, wherein the stamp generator module 
further comprising a creation module configured to allow the user to create a text, nxmiber or 
image based postage stamp.

13. The postage stamp generation system of claim 8, further comprising a data 
communications network to enable conmiunications between the stamp generator module 
and the stamp operation server. 

14. The postage stamp generation system of claim 10, wherein the verification 
module further comprises: 

a communication module configured to receive a stamp generation request and 
cy^ send validations of the stamp generation request; and

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15. A system for postage stamp generation, comprising: 
a data communications network; 

a stamp generation system coupled to the data communications network, and 
configured to print a personally selected postage stamp; and 

a stamp operation server coupled to the stamp generation system through the data 
communications network, and configured for validating a stamp generation request. 

1 6. The system of claim 1 5, fiirther comprising a printer configured to communicate with 
the stamp generation system to print the selected postage stamp. 

1 7. The system of claun 1 5, wherein the stamp generator system fijrther comprises: 
a creation module configured to create a text or image based postage stamp; and 

a selection module configured to select a text, number or image based stamp fi-om a 
selection of pre-approved stamps. 

18. A method for allowing a user to generate a personally selected postage stamp, the 
method comprising: 

personally selecting a text or image based postage stamp to be printed; 

sending the selected postage stamp to a stamp operation server; 

verifying that the selected postage stamp may be used by the user as legal postal

tender; 




printing the stamp after the user is allowed to purchase the stamp.

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19. The method of claim 18, wherein personally selecting a text or image based 
postage stamp to be printed further comprises: 

selecting a stamp from a pre-approved selection of stamps; 

creating a text or image based stamp; and 

enabhng the user to preview the stamp before purchasing the 

20. The method of claim 18, wherein verifying that the selected postage stamp may be 
used by the user as legal postal tender further comprises sending a validation to the user 
from the stamp operation server. 
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
